HOUR OF HARVEST 


Generally the Gospel writers por- 
tray the incarnate Christ as moving 
calmly, serenely and peacefully 
among the people, graciously work- 
ing the works. of the Father while it 
is yet day. He is depicted as teach- 
ing, preaching, praying, and working 
with that same even tempo and stead- 
fastness of purpose that seems duly 
appropriate for the Divine Being 
manifested in a robe of flesh. 

And yet there are times when that 
same Christ is glimpsed in the throes 
of a great emotion. Strikingly enough, 
each time we find Him so, it is not 
for Himself; Jesus’ emotional stirs 
were invariably for the lost! He wept 
at the grave of Lazarus, not because 
of His own sorrow of heart, but be- 
cause of the unbelief of those sur- 
rounding Him. They seemed as yet 
pathetically blinded to His promise: 
“I am the resurrection and the life; he 
that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live.” The sinful 
indifference of the dwellers of Jer- 
usalem oppressed His soul and caused 
Him to break within and weep with- 
out as He cried: “if thou hadst known, 
... how often would I have gathered 
thy children together... .” 

As Jesus looked upon the multitude 
He was moved with compassion. The 
grievous needs of a lost and forlorn 
people like sheep without a shepherd 
caused Him to turn to His disciples 
with a fervent prayer request: “The 
harvest truly is plenteous but the 
labourers are few; pray ye therefore 
the Lord of the harvest, that he will 
send forth labourers into his harvest.” 

In making this utterance, God in 
the flesh had turned to man and ask- 
ed him to pray. That mighty God 
should request prayer of weak man- 
kind, ought indeed to drive us to our 
knees to pray. We pray not of our- 
selves, but “the Spirit helpeth our in- 
firmities;” prayer for the lost is pri- 
marily predicated upon this initial 
request by our Lord. 

And yet Jesus’ emphasis in this 
request was not specifically prayer 
for the lost. What He said was: “pray 


... that he will send forth for labour- 
ers... Above all else, labourers for 
the harvest are essential to the reap- 
ing. True, there is need to plant, sow, 
tend, and cultivate, but all these 
months of effort, sweat, and toil are 
useless if they do not culminate in a 
harvest. What a waste, and how great 
the grief, if the harvest lies ripened 
and waiting, and yet there are NO 
LABOURERS. 


From time to time I have occasion 
to pass a field that lies along Bay- 
shore Boulevard. As I passed, I had 
noticed men tilling, sowing, culitvat- 
ing, and erecting an elaborate net- 
work of poles and twine. By and by 
a lovely crop of beans grew up. Then, 
one day as I drew near to this place, 
I saw a great many cars parked along 
the highway, and seemingly scores 
of people milling about in the bean 
field. Thinking it was an accident, I 
prepared to stop. Suddenly I realized 
what was taking place: the beans 
were being harvested, and all these 
cars and people meant that the har- 
vesters were at work. I drove on, 
pondering how the owner of the field 
must be grateful for all these willing 
workers to harvest the fruits of 
months of effort. 


And then I wondered how our 
Lord must feel as He contemplates 
His harvest. The very fact that He 
laid so much emphasis upon labourers 
for the harvest would seem to indi- 
cate that He feared there would not 
be enough. As He saw down to this 
very hour — this end-time era when 
the harvest ought to be gathered — 
He was concerned that the labourers 
for the harvest might be too few. 


May it not be that in an hour when 
Jesus requested prayer for labourers 
that we should curtail our foreign 
missionary activity. May it not be 
that in a day when Jesus would have 
us intercede with the Lord of harvest 
we are unable to expand our home 
facilities for want of adequate work- 
ers. May our vision grow with the 
need, and God’s work never suffer 
for lack of willing workers. 


Like as the field nigh to the high- 
way where a few worked so long, so 
this world has long ago been sown 
and cultivated for the Gospel mes- 
sage. The Gospel has gone forth at

vest.” And as we pray, let each one 
of us volunteer for the work at hand, 
that the precious fruit neither spoil 
nor wither, but be _ triumphantly 
plucked in this HOUR OF HAR-

Some Whys & Hows of 


VISUAL AIDS 


L. W. SUTER> 


e are beginning more and more to realize the true value of visual 
O*€h) aids properly used to illustrate our thoughts in teaching and 
preaching. Its effectiveness is generally known by all of those 


who speak and perhaps even more so by those who listen. In the business 
world, as well as in our own ranks, leaders are seeing the value of visual aids 
as a teaching and selling agent. Actually, however, the use of visual aids is 


not as new as one might think. 

Jesus used many simple things as 
visual aids; a lily of the field, a coin, 
a child, and a fig tree. A lesson may 
be drawn from such common objects 
today. When such an object is used to 
illustrate a lesson, that object and 
lesson become inseperable. Each 
time thereafter, when the object is 
seen or used in everyday life, the les- 
son again comes to mind. The use of 
simple objects is one of the best 
means of visual aid. Not only do 
these objects attract the attention of 
the audience during the presentation, 
but it reminds the hearers of the les- 
son long after the speaker has gone. 

The use of visual aid is the tradi- 
tional Sunday School way of teach- 
ing. Using a variety of visual aids 
can be very interesting and _ helpful 
to you and also very impressive up- 
on your audience. There are some 
important things to remember in 
planning for and using visual aid ma- 
terial. 

First of all, keep in mind that visual 
aid is not a crutch to support an un- 
prepared lesson. Lesson preparation 
time should not be entirely used in 
preparing visual aid materials. The 
lesson should be prepared as well as 
if you were using no visual aid. The 
visual aid preparation time is extra. 

Also, visual aid should not be used 
just for the sake of “having visual 
aid.” It should follow the lesson 
closely, illustrate a definite point, 
and make it clearer in the minds of 
your audience. It should be carefully 
chosen to fix the age level and inter- 
ests of the people to whom it is to be 
presented. 

Regarding flannelgraph, if you 
have no flannelboard it would be well 
to obtain one. To buy one already 
made may be too expensive so you 
may find it more advisable to con- 
struct one yourself. One of the best 
ways to accomplish this is to buy a

piece of masonite board (which 
makes a good back for a flannel- 
board) of the desired size. Plan to 
make the board 2x8 feet or 8x4 feet 


if you want a larger board. You 
should make some _ old-fashioned 
flour paste by mixing some flour and 
water together and brush it on the 
rough side of the masonite, leaving 
the smooth side for the back. Then 
take the flannel and spread it over 
the paste, smoothing it out with your 
hands so there are no wrinkles in the 
flannel. Cut the flannel off even 
with the edge of the board and put 
some mystic tape (this can be pur- 
chased at a stationery store) over the 
edge of the board for a border and 
to cover the edge of the board. While 
you are purchasing your material, 
buy an extra yard of flannel scraps 
for backing any visual objects which 
you will want to use on your flannel- 
board. 

In addition to buying certain pre- 
pared materials for flannelgraph, you 
will want to make some figures of 
your own, You might find such pic- 
tures and materials in magazines and 
other publications. These materials 
will need to be backed with scraps 
of flannel in order for them to stick 
to the board. Rubber cement is the 
best type of cement to use as it will 
not smear nor warp your material 
when it dries. It can be purchased 
from any stationery store. 

Keep your visual aid materials neat 
and attractive. The material should 
be kept in a place where they won't 
become moist, folded, or wrinkled. 


You may find that a simply construct- , 


ed visual aid kit is just what you 
need. Before bringing a lesson or 
message with flannelgraph, be sure 
that the figures will stick to the board. 

There are several things to be kept 
in mind about visual aid of all kinds: 

1. Visual aid should be neat, sim- 
ple, and large enough to be seen by 
the audience for which it is intended. 

2. The speaker should rehearse the 
lesson with the visual aid before pre- 
sentation. 

8. He should know WHEN in the 
lesson each piece of visual aid is to 
be used. 

4. He should know WHERE the 
visual aid is to be placed for proper 
placement as to perspective and space 
available (as on flannelboard). 

5. He should arrange visual aid 
pieces in proper order of their use in 
the lesson. 

The five various types of visual 
aids are: (1) flannelgraph, (2) ob- 
jects, (3) posters, (4) projected vis- 
ual aid, (5) blackboards. Why not 
try using some of these which you 
have not been using? Add variety to 
your message by using more than one 
type of visual aid during one mes- 
sage.

Religion vs. Alcohol:— 

According to a report the American 
people, in 1958 contributed $8,500 a 
minute to religious, charitable and 
educational causes — they spent 
$17,000 a minute for alcoholic bever- 
ages, 


Alcoholism Costs:— 


Says a recent issue of The Church 
at Work: “The average cost to Cali- 
fornia taxpayers on account of al- 
coholism is $100.00 a year in excess 
of all revenue that liquor pays to the 
state. Inasmuch as your wife pays a 
part of this $100.00 every time she 
goes to market, you can afford to in- 
vest some time and money in fighting 
the liquor interests and crooked poli- 
tics. An initiative petition to restore 
local liquor control will be circulat- 
ed in all the Protestant churches be- 
ginning in January. Sign it and per- 
suade your fellow church members 
and your neighbors to sign it.” 


Religion and Morals:— 


Many religious leaders claim we 
are having a religious revival. They 
support their claims by statistics 
showing that our church membership 
and church attendance are larger 
than at any time in history. There are 
now 92,277,129 Americans who be- 
long to some church. They also call 
attention to such “achievements” as 
the recent law requiring the inscrip- 
tion “In God We Trust” to be put on 
all U. S. currency from now on — 
both bills and coins. 

BUT — meanwhile we as a nation 
are slipping morally. 

Our “nerves” are jittery, as witnes- 
sed by the fact that the aspirin con- 
sumption in this country today is 42,- 
000,000 tablets every 24 hours. The 
annual sales of barbiturates (seda- 
tives and sleeping pills) is enough to 
“put every U. S. citizen to sleep for 
twenty days!” There are now 1,000,- 
000 dope addicts in this country, 
4,000,000 alcoholics and _ problem 
drinkers, and American smokers con- 
sumed 386,000,000,000 cigarettes last 
year. 

There are 214,955 more taverns in 
this country than churches. And our 
annual drink bill amounts to $10,000,- 
000,000 (billion). 
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College Students and God:— 

In a survey of 7,000 students in 12 
U. S. colleges and universities, it was 
revealed that 4 out of 5 students “felt 
their need of a religious faith” and 
only 1% of the total professed to be 
atheists. 


Medical Leader Credits Re- 
ligion for New Gains:— 

Dr. R. L. Sanders, president of the 
nation’s second largest general med- 
ical organization said recently that 
“a renewed religious consciousness” 
among doctors has inspired “bene- 
ficient changes” in the medical pro- 
fession. 

He said, “I like to think that the 
present awakening in medicine is a 
part of the spiritual awakening which 
has become everywhere apparent 
within recent years.” 

1. A number of medical schools 
“have awakened to the dangers of 
over specialized teaching and the ad- 
vantages of instruction in the actual 
care of that large majority of patients 
whose ills are within the realm of the 
general physician.” 

2. Doctors are getting away from 
placing too much reliance on labora- 
tory diagnostic tests at the expense 
of personal judgment. 

8. There are signs that personal 
and ethical values are acquiring new 
emphasis.”

Religion at U. C.— 
It is reported that the current in- 
terest in religion has prompted pro- 
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fessors at the University of California — 


to schedule a series of weekly meet- 
ings for the discussion of religious 
issues. 


Churches in U. S.— 

A new volumen, A Guide to Re- 
ligions of America (Simon and Shus- 
ter, Ind.) is aimed at giving people 
a better understanding of each other's 
religious ideas and backgrounds. 

The reference book cites many 
startling and interesting facts, com- 
piled by researchers of many denom- 
inations. Sample findings: 

(1) In contrast to nearly all de- 
nominations which carry on mission- 
ary programs to win converts, Quak- 
ers, Christian Scientists, Jews and 
Unitarians do not proselytize or send 
out missionaries. 

(2) Three of every 10 Roman 
Catholics marry a non-Catholic, one 


of them without their church’s ap- | 


proval. 

(3) Presbyterians, Episcopalians 
and Congregationalists have the high- 
est proportion of college-graduate 
members, with Jewish bodies slightly 
behind. Catholics, Baptists and Lu- 
therans have the lowest. 

(4) Sentiment among Protestants 
favoring one united Protestant church 
has climbed from 40 per cent in 1940 


to 50 per cent now. An increased . 


number of undecided persons is re- 
sponsible for shrinking those opposed 
to 39 per cent. 

(5) Farmers are fairly evenly re- 
presented among Methodists, Bap- 
tists, Presbyterians, Lutherans and 
Congregationalists, while Catholics, 
Jews and Episcopalians have much 
smaller farm memberships.
